The  sands  of  Radford  High  School  are  filled 
with  footprints  — our  footprints.  Although  we 
had  difficulty  finding  places  for  our  prints  with- 
out obliterating  those  of  other  illustrious  students, 
we  were  determined  to  leave  an  impression  of 
our  life  on  the  hill.  We  have  left  the  deep-set 
prints  of  the  athlete,  the  spreading  prints  of  the 
leader,  the  determined  prints  of  the  achiever,  and 
the  shallow  prints  of  the  discouraged. 

EIGHTH  GRADE 

On  September  1,  1952,  we  Seniors  began  look- 
ing for  a place  to  walk  without  being  trampled 
by  the  hundreds  of  hale  and  hardy  upper  class- 
men.  The  distance  from  our  feet  to  our  heads 
wasn’t  great;  so  we  spent  much  of  our  time 
craning  our  necks  in  order  to  hear  the  millions 
of  orders  issued  by  our  “superiors”  and  to  get 
glimpses  of  “locker  leaners”  and  the  more  elevat- 
ing activities  of  the  big  guys  and  gals.

NINTH  GRADE 

We  grew,  and  our  prints  began  to  spread. 
We  knew  everything  there  was  to  know  about 
Radford  High  and  made  a point  of  informing  the 
incoming  eighth  graders  of  this  fact.  We  took 
advantage  of  being  Freshmen  by  joining  all  clubs 
and  organizations  for  which  we  were  eligible. 
Bobby  Asbury  was  our  capable  president,  and 
Frank  Grayson  served  as  treasurer  of  the  S.C.A. 
My,  but  we  were  proud  of  Carol  Huddle,  when 
she  won  recognition  as  State  Debate  Champion. 
Peggy  Dean  took  the  part  of  the  angel  in  the 
Christmas  Pageant  in  which  John  Ripley  was 
the  acolyte. 

We  were  proud  to  have  two  of  our  ninth 
grade  boys  on  the  varsity  football  squad.  The 
junior  varsity  basketball  team  won  ten  out  of 
fourteen  games  this  year,  and  we  attributed  that 
victory,  in  part,  to  the  hard  work  of  the  ninth 
grade  boys  on  the  squad.  Frank  Grayson  was 
selected  as  a member  of  the  All-State  Chorus, 
West;  and  many  of  us  were  thrilled  by  an  in- 
vitation to  sing  for  the  District  Rotary  Conven- 
tion in  Johnson  City,  Tennessee.  Just  as  we  were 
getting  into  full  swing  of  school  work  and  activi- 
ties, the  year  suddenly  ended.  We  left  the  ninth 
grade  determined  to  make  the  coming  year  an 
even  better  one.

The  girls,  with 
the  use  of  all  their  feminine  techniques,  caught 
their  dates  and  managed  to  get  space  on  the 
dance  floor  for  the  Sadie  Hawkin’s  Dance.  About 
this  time  of  year  we  digested  our  lunch  to  the 
sound  of  Radford  Hi  yells,  for  cheerleading  try- 
outs were  just  around  the  corner.  Jean  Arthur, 
Kay  Jones  and  Mary  Hite  Grayson  were  elected 
to  the  squad.  Carol  Huddle  and  Kay  Jones  at- 
tended the  Miller  and  Rhodes  Foreign  Students 
Forum  in  Richmond.  Time  marched  op,  and  we 
marched  to  a three  months’  vacation  and  the 
prospect  of  returning  as  Juniors  in  September. 

ELEVENTH  GRADE 

The  big  year  arrived!  From  the  moment  we 
started  school  to  the  first  of  May,  our  one  thought 
was  PROM!  Frank  Grayson,  our  class  president, 
was  a busy  man,  and  we  were  all  busy  bodies. 
Mickey  Runion  became  the  vice-president  of  the 
S.C.A.  Every  second  of  our  time  seemed  to  be 
jammed,  and  from  these  jammed  moments  came 
great  results.  Don  Riley  was  a member  of  the 
cast  of  “Minor  Miracle,”  rated  as  “distinguished” 
in  the  state  play  festival.  Our  girls  sparked  us 
to  victories  with  their  achievements  in  athletics. 
Isabelle  Dobbins  won  the  ping-pong  champion- 
ship. Mary  Hite  Grayson  won  the  foul-shooting 
contest  and  the  badminton  championship.  For  the 
second  year,  she  was  named  the  outstanding  girl 
athlete. 

Music  filled  the  air  this  year  when  Bobby 
Alls,  Joyce  Matthews  and  “Spud”  Howell  attend- 
ed All  State  Chorus,  West.  Many  members  of 
the  Junior  Class  sang  for  the  District  Rotary  Con- 
vention at  Hot  Springs.  Dot  Siler  and  Bobbie 
Cohen  were  attendants  to  the  queen  in  the  Rotary 
Beauty  Pageant. 

Baggy  eyes,  irritable  dispositions,  paint- 
splattered  clothes,  and  WORK  were  common 
these  days.  We  were  decorating  for  the  Prom. 
Wonderful  memories  of  the  past  were  brought  to 
mind  when  the  Seniors  came  through  our  ivy- 
covered  archway  to  discover  their  most  wonder- 
ful “Moments  to  Remember.”  A party  at  the 
Joneses’,  breakfast  at  the  Weavers’,  and  tearing 
down  the  decorations  at  six  the  next  morning 
completed  our  prom  activities.
